1 . The declaration under 37 CFR 1 .1 32 filed February 1 1 , 2002 is insufficient to 
overcome the rejection of claims 31-32 based upon 35 U.S.C.103 (a) as set forth in the 
last office action because: the disclosure document entitled "High Breakdown Voltage, 
Strain Compensated AllnAs/GalnAs/lnP HEMTs" does not show a structure identical to 
that of Fig.5 of the present invention. For example, the present claimed invention (Fig.5) 
comprises "the contact layer having a first recess therein, such first recess having a 
bottom surface terminating in a top surface of the resistive layer". However, Fig.1 of the 
disclosure document shows the bottom surface of the first recess formed in the contact 

.. layer is not terminated in a-top surface-of-the resistive layer. - - - ■ - ■ - - - -
